its value. 
Under this agreement plain- 


tiffin every event was to make a protlt. 
If the stock reached a certain value

fendant also was to make a profit.

fendant alone stood to

by the tran- 


saction,but his liability for any loss was 
not by reason of any wagering features 
in the contract, but solely because 
ofhis 


voluntary and unsolicited 
promise as to 


the future 
value of the stock, upon the 


faith of which the plaintiffMcGee part- 


The principle as to what interest isre- 


quired to eliminate the unlawful wager- 
ing features from a contract is illustrated 
in the South Carolina case of Ferguson 
vs Coleman, 45 Am. Dec. 761, where a 
vendee promised to pay 1500 
for a tract 


of land, or if cotton 
should rise to 8 


cents by a certain time, then 
the price 


should 
be $902. 
It was held 
that the 


agreement 
was not a 
wager upon 
the 


price of cotton, but 
a lawful contrac 


based upon the enhanced 
value 
of the 


land by the increased value of its pro- 
duct. 


The term wager is not to be confused 


with that of mere speculation, 
risk or 


hazard. 
Itis often defined 
in the books 


"as a contract in which the parties stip- 
ulate that they shall gain or lose 
upon 


the happening 
of an 
uncertain event in 


which they have no interest except 
that 


arising from the possibility of such gain 
or loss." 


Needless to state this tempting offer 


which assured 
to plaintiff a profit of 


$103, within a 
few months, 
upon an 


investment of $40U was readily accepted 
by plaintiff,and each party deposited

check for $500 with the secretary of the

Another Pioneer Passes 


* O ur Plymouth Correspondent 
slates 
that James F. 
Gregg, 
one 
of 
the 
pioneers of Amador 
county, and who 
iived in this county, 
chiefly in 
the 
northern part, died 
in 
Sacramento re ­ 
cently. 
He was a native of New 
York, 
aged 85 years. 
He was a good citizen 
in every sense of the word, and a man 
of considerable ability. 
He will he re­ 
membered as a newspaper writer who 
attracted attention through the columns 
of of the local papers under the none de 
plune of “ Old i’uh ’’ One hy one the 
old timers nass from the scenes of earth 
ly activity. 
The Plymouth correspondent of the Am­ 
ador Record says: Deceased was horn in 
O neida county, New York, Dec 25,1829 
of Scotch 
Ir'sh parents. 
His cailiest 
American ancestor, Cnpt. James Gregg, 
comprised one of the original 16 fami­ 
lies who settled at 
Londonderry, 
New 
Hampshire, in the year 1718, on a grant 
of land originally conferred hy Charles 
11 of England. Deceased landed with his 
young wife in San Francisco in March, 
1853, and within three months thereafter 
too up his abode on 
Indian creek, about 
one 
mile 
from 
the present 
town 
of 
Plymouth, 
and remained a resi­ 
dent of the counv until his death. 
Mr 
Gregg was liberal, progressive and in­ 
dependent in his civic, social, religious 
view s and st.ndards. 
He gave his ad- 
hcison to public m easures and policies 
because of their merit rather than be­ 
cause they happened to he popular. 
lie 
believed that men 
were 
made 
free 
through a perception and acceptance of 
the truth and the rejection of error, 
no 
mattter how venerable the latter had be­ 
come bv long tolerance, 
holding with 
th e poet Lowell, that “ They are slaves 
who dare not be, In the right with two 
or three.” 
Mr Gregg leaves three bro­ 
thers and a sister living the average of 
whose ages is now 78 years. 
An aged 
widow, liis life eompnnion for 57 years, 
eight children, nine grandchildren, 
and 
one greatgrandchild survive his decease. 
The funrcal services and interment took 
place at Plymouth, 
April 22nd, 
1910, 
conducted by Mí'. Axford.

The most important matter occuring in 
many months was the voluntary action 
taken this week in regard to reajust- 
ment of the water rates, whereby a ma­ 
terial reduction has been made by the 
Sierra & San Francisco Power Company 
to the users. This reduction is in line 
with the announced policy of the local 
manager, J. T. Anderton, who recently 
informed the municioal authorities that 
he was engaged in investigation existing 
ccnditions with a view of doing what he 
could to establish a rate that would be 
at once fair to the people and fair to the 
company. Through his attitude in the 
matter, his recommendations have been 
largely approved by the company and the 
following changes have been made: 
The present established rate of 15 
cents per inch has been reduced to 12% 
cents, and a special rate of 10 cents per 
Inch for two years is offered those set­ 
ting out orchards. 
The rule, heretofore 
existing, requiring the purchase of at 


least six inches of water, has been 
nbrogated, 
and hereafter 
users can 
secure water in lesser quantities. 
The 
measuring devices or weirs, formerly 
installed entirely at the customer's ex­ 
pense, can now be placed at about one- 
quarter of the former cost, the intend 
ing water user being privileged to do 
his own excavating, pay Ihe actual cost 
of the lumber and the company's agent 
for the time actually consumed in put­ 
ting the contrivance In place. —Sonora 
Democrat.

MISCELLANY 


Street Railway Vacuum Sweeping—The 
Tails of Comets-—The Veterinarian's 
Hot Air—The Old Age Antidote—Ar­ 
tificial Daylight— Novel Time Tele­ 
graphy—A Restored Prehistoric Horse 
—A New Automatic 
Gas-Lighter— 
Welding in Spots. 


The vacuum rail-cleaner of the Han­ 
over Street Railway is designed to r e ­ 
move the troublesome collection of dirt 
that is brushed by sweepers into the 
grooves of the rails and is there com­ 
pacted by the wheels of the cars. 
The 
apparatus is carried on a special car, 
fitted with two 25 liorse-power motors, 
and consists of brushes of steel on each 
side for loosening the dirt from the 
rails, with a vacuum pump—driven by 
an electric motor—that automatically re­ 
moves the dirt and deposits it in a box 
in the bottom of the car. 
Dust in dry 
weather is avoided by a sprinkler, with 
two water tanks of 925 gallons each. 
An automatic signal tells the motorman 
when the dirt box is full, and he then 
stops the pump, raises the brushes, and 
takes his load to a dumping filace. 
The 
car is made to work at anv speed up to 
17 miles an hour. 
It uses little power, 
requires but one 
man, 
and readily 
cleans 45 miles of track a day, removing 
a cubic yard of dirt or less per mile. 
Ü To explain com ets’ tails, 
Dr. 
L. 
Zehnder, a German astronomer, extends 
a theory he first suggested a quarter of a 
century ago. As the swarm of meteo­ 
rites making up the comet approaches 
the sun, those nearer the sun begin to 
give out gases and vapors, which form 
atmospheres about single meteorites or 
groups of several, and the sun’s rays are 
concentrated by these atmospheres to 
foci at different distances behind. If a 
meteorite is in the focus, it ir.ay be ren­ 
dered visible or heated enough to burn 
any hydrocarbons it may contain. 
In 
this way the tail visible lengthens out 
as the sun is approached, and is always 
on the side away from the sun. 
The pain of rheumatism, as is well 
known, is lessened by hot air, and at a 
German animal hospital the hot air 
treatment has been applied bv means of 
an electric blower originally designed as 
a hair drier. 
Dogs with rheumatism, 
horses with lame shoulders and other 
suffering animals were relieved by this 
new pain-soother. 
Whatever may be the effect of sour 
m ilk in retarding old age, it seems to 
have certain advantages as a diet, and 
is quite certainly beneficial in some 
cases. 
With advancing years, 
the 
microbes always living in the intestines 
are found to change, becoming more of 
a kind producing putrefactive decompo­ 
sition. 
The studies of Metchnikoff 
suggested that old age may be due to 
self-poisoning by the products of this 
decomposition, and 
his 
experiments 
were thought to prove that lactic acid is 
the most effective agent for opposing the 
development of the 
harmful 
forms. 
Bulgarian sour milk was chosen for in­ 
troducing the proper organisms into the 
intestines, as it contains the most 
powerfully acting of various microbes 
yielding lactic acid. Sour milk is much 
used not only in Bulgaria, but in Tur­ 
key, Russia, Siberia, India and other 
countries, 
and 
Metchnikoff 
found 
confirmation of his theory in the fact that 
som e persons whose diet included little 
else lived to an advanced age. Prof. T. 
R. Hewlett states that somewhat vary­ 
ing methods are adopted for preparing 
natural and artificial sour milks. 
The 
m ilk must first be sterilized by boiling, 
and the proper lactic ferments are then in­ 
troduced, either by adding a little sour 
m ilk from a former lot, or by means of 
pure cultures. 
Care must be taken to 
prevent contamination with undesirable 
organisms. 
Sour m ilk is not to be 
taken indiscriminately, as it sometimes 
disagrees, but it seem s to have proven 
of undoubted benefit in some old age 
troubles, including anaemia, 
flatulent 
dyspepsia, headache, some constipation 
and diarrhoea, and rheumatism. 
In seeking day light effects with arti­ 
ficial illuminants, H. K. Ives, of the 
Washington Bureau of Standards, ex­ 
perimented with combinations of mer­ 
cury vapor lamps with incandescent gas 
lamps, with carbon filament electric 
lamps, and with metal filament lamps. 
The mercury vapor and metal filament 
lamps gave the best iesults. The lamps 
were arranged in clusters, the metal 
filaments being in somewhat greater 
num ber, and were so placed as to dif 
fuse the light. 
The effect was very 
pleasing, 
the light 
being soft and 
steady, with no glare or deep shadows 
A "w in k ” of the lights is the novel 
signal by which clocks and watches are 
set at Durban, South Africa. 
At 8 
o ’clock every evening, current from the 
central station is momentarily switched 
off, and the response of every electric 
lamp gives prompt notice of the correct 
tim e. 
A small, slender-1 im bed horse roamed 
over Europe in glacial times, and was 


hunted and sketched, along with the 
mammoth, by the Paleolithic dwellers 
in the B-itish Isles. 
A curious method 
of reproducing the ancient animal has 
been adopted by Prof. J. C. Ewart, the 
British naturalist. 
From the fossil re ­ 
mains available he has made a study of 
the species which he has named F.qutis 
agilis, and has attempted to restore it by 
combining the essential characteristics 
as tound in modern horses. 
His e x ­ 
periments have included the blending of 
seven 
different 
breeds—Connemara, 
Welsh, Hackney, Iceland, Hebridean, 
Shetland, and Arab. 
He has succeeded 
in producing a num ber of small ponies 
of slight build, and believes that they 
restore the horse of glacial times—not 
only in form, disposition and color, but 
in details of lim bs snd teeth. 
The 
ponies are yellow-dun in color, active 
and intelligent. 
Spongy platinum, ingitlng a mixture 
of gas and air bv catalytic action, has 
served in automatic gas-lighting, but a 
new mixture of cerium and iron, giving 
off sparks on rubbinR, is claimed to 
supply a lighter of improved kind. The 
peculiar property of this mixture was 
discovered some years ago by Auervon 
Welsbach. 
In the new gas-lighter, a 
cerium iron pellet is fixed at the end of 
a brass tube, and this is vigorously 
rubbed bv a slight twisting movement, 
causing an em ission of sparks that ig­ 
nites the streams of gas. A single pellet 
is claimed to yield 6,000 flashes, and 
when one is entirely rubbed away, the 
lighter is renewed by simply inserting 
a new pellet. 
A kind of electric riveting has recent­ 
ly delveloped, and is claimed to give re ­ 
sults unusually m uch stronger than join­ 
ing with iron or copper rivets. 
The 
process is known as spot welding. The 
metal plates to be joined are placed in 
position, and on pressing the electrodes 
against any desired point, the plates are 
almost instantly fused and permanently 
united at that point. The electrodes are 
moved from place to place, supplying 
perfect union instead of riveting. 
The 
process is rapid, and seems to he satis­ 
factory where water-tight joints are un- 
necesssary.

T H E CITY ROCK CRUSHING PLANT. 


A visit to the rock-crushing plant now in process of con­ 
struction for the city of Jackson at the dum p of the Anita 
mine is necessary to give a person an approximate idea of 
the magnitude of the work which has been entered upon for 
tlie ostensible purpose of fixin g the city streets. 
A stranger 
viewing this enterprise would be apt to wonder what it a ll 
meant. If told it was erected for the single object of crush­ 
ing the rock pile in sight for providing macadam to spread 
over the city streets, he m ight be surprised at the apparent 
smallness of the material on hand iu comparison with the 
massive m achinery and costly structures built to reduce the 
rock tc regulation size. 
If disposed to figuring he would 
perhap begin to estimate the amount of available material 
to be passed through the jaws of the roekbreaker to be con­ 
verted into macadam, and then make a rough estimate of the 
cost of the crushing outfit, so as to figure out the average 
cost per ton of the entire dum p involved in 
the constructive 
works, and before a pound of rock is passed through its maw. 
This business view would merely take in the preliminary 
expense, without considering the equally important question 
of providing the funds to keep the plant running after its 
completion. 
For a city like Jackson, whose total revenue for 
all purposes may be reckoned at from $10,000 to $12,000 per 
year, the scheme seems out of all proportion to existing con­ 
ditions. 
It 11111st be evident to any reasonable mind— assum­ 
ing for the sake of argument that the quality of macadam 
is all that could be desired, and the demand for it is unlim it­ 
ed— that the finances of the city must forbid the rock-crush­ 
ing establishment being kept running for more than a 
small fraction of the time. 
Idleness for such an outfit is an 
item of expense to be reckoued with. 
Speaking candidly, 
we fail to see the adaptability of this huge concern to the 
wants of the city as limited by the finances. W e believe there 
are other long-felt wants of a far more urgent character than 
this rock-breaking outfit that ought to have had the first 
right of way. 
And the money that has been and will be d i­ 
verted into this plant before it starts upon its spasmodic 
career of activity, would have made a good start in providing 
a main sewer— a necessity to^supply which led to the incor­ 
poration of the city in the first place, and which appears as 
far from realization to-day as it was in the beginning.
